WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The bill pre- 
pared by Chairman Hepburn to prevent 
rate discrimination finally has been ap- 
proved at the White House. 

A conference attended by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Moody and Secretaries Taft, Morton, 
and Shaw went over the measure carefully. 

The bill will be introduced today and 
will be acompanied or quickly followed by 
an official indorsement by the President, 
thus stamping it as the administration 
measure. 

He will not go #o far as to indicate that 
any other bill which embodies the same 
Principle will not be satisfactory to the 
President. The Hepburn bill abolishes the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, subett!- 
tutes a new commission with practically 
the same powers, and adds a court with 
power to fix new rates in place of rates 
declared unreasonable by the committee of 
inquiry. 

The rate-making power will give the 
court a club with which it is expected to 
have no trouble in effectually prohibiting 
pecret rebates.

St. Louis is still suffering for more schools and for better 
schools to accommodate the thousands who are willing and anx- 
_jous to learn. 

We have improved greatly on the wretched inadequacy of ten 
years ago. Our schools are as good as the best in the country. 
| Still our greatest need is to improve the schools themselves, 
to increase their number, to supply them with better teach- 
| ers, and with better books than those now used, in many 
| cases because of political or commercial compulejion on the 
‘teachers rathér than of merit in the books, 

With all these problems still to be dealt with, those who 
Wish to change the subject to “compulsory education” have 
their own problem of demonstrating that systematic compul- 
sion can be converted into systematic education of any kind 
the state can afford to risk. 

In those states and foreign countries which adopted arrest 
for irregular school attendance or educational nonconformity, 
as a change of subject from the discussion of the real causes 
of disorganization, it -has failed.

That means trouble for most of the wcm- 
en of the Lithuanian and Polish se‘tle- 
ments on the East Side, for Mrs. Josephine 
Brinkley, the Queen, is also official dress- 
maker for the coleny, and the m stress of 
ceremonies at weddings and other occa- 
sions of jov. 

She has been charged with burgh sry and 
larceny anij the thought that she may be 
dethroned by the strong arm of the law 
fills her subjects with alarm. 


prospective Lithuanian brides, on whose 
trousseaus the official’ dressmaker is now 
engaged. No one knows the styles of Lith- 
uanian wedding dresses as does the queen, 
and if her work on the trousseaus were 
interrupted the wedding would have to be 
postponed. 

There are two factions among the Lith- 
uanians and Poles and they have gone to 
law again. 

The queen has helped her followers out 
in court scrimmages time and again, as 
she. is the interpreter for them every time 
they run foul of the law, but it is the 
first time that she herself has needed a 
champion 

John Knapka, who is said to be a folléw- 
er of Joseph Sorotch, the ruler of the rival 
faction, is the man who has put the queen 
into trouble. He charges that she broke 
open a drawer. of his bureau on July 30, 
19864, and extracted a bundle of rent re- 
ceivts.

Mrs. Zemanske asserts that Knapka owes 
her $9 rent, and she has garnished his 
wages. to get it. He retaliated with the 
warrant for burglary and larceny. The 
ueen guve honda. and is em d+.t that 
she will clear herself and maintain the dig- 
nity of her court. 

The queen is 31 vears old and good 
looking. She speaks English perfectly and 
and has attained her queenship by reason 
of the service she is thereby able to ren- 
der to her people. She is a power among 
the women of the settlemens, and many 
of the men seek her advice and do as she 
tells them.
